They refused 
the flag any admission into the city, and 
the despatches were necessarily sent on 
by the Mexicans themselves. 
A reply 


had been received from the Mexican 
government, agreeing to exchange Mr. 
Rogers, with the other prisoners, but the 
terms of exchange had not yet been set- 
tled, bul probably would be in a few 
weeks. 
In consequence of this reply, 


Lieui. Semmes had deemed it prudent 
to withhold Commodore Perry's peremp- 
tory letter. 


This letter from Puebla further stales 


that Mr. Trist, who had been endeavor- 
ing-for a month previously to open a ne- 
gotiation with the Mexican government, 
had abandoned all hope of success—at 
least for the present. 
Mr. Buchanan's 


letter had reached Santa Anna, through 
the courteous offices of Mr. Bank-head, 
and, as we have seen it repeatedly stated 
in the papers, was referred by Santa An- 
na to the Congress—a session of this 
body having been called for lhat pur- 
pose. 
After many delays, and much 


apparent unwillingness to meet, the Con- 
gress assembled 
with a quorum of 74 


members, on the 12th of July. 
It imme- 


diately took the subject into considera- 
lion, and, as we have seen it staled, 
adopted a report and resolutions to the 
following effect, viz : that it belonged to 
the Executive, underjtheir consiiiulion, 
to receive all ministers and other public 
agents, and to make treaties of peace, 
alliances, "&c.; lhat 
the functions of 


Congress were limited to the approving 
or disapproving of these treaties when 
made; and that, consequently, until a 
treaty should be submitted to it in form, 
it could take no constitulional action on 
ihe subject. 
Accordingly the Congress 


returned Mr. Buchanan's letter to Santa 
Anna, and adjourned on the same day it 
had met. 


The letter states that there had been 


no meeting since, most of the members 
having run off. It goes on lo slate that, 
upon ihe receipl of ihis reporl and these 
resolutions, Santa Anna issued a procla- 
mation, stating lhat Congress, on the 
20th of April last, had passed a decree 
declaring that any Mexican in authority, 
who should listen to any proposition for 
peace from the enemy, should be deem- 
ed a traitor, and treated accordingly; 
and that, until the decree was repealed, 
his hands were lied, and he couid do 
nothing; adding, at the same time, that 
as Mr. Buchanan's letter was a courte- 
ous one, il was due to ihe character of 
the Mexican nation to give il ai least a 
polite reception and consideration.— 
Thus, says ihe lelter, the mailer stands 
—neither Santa Anna nor ihe Congress 
daring to take the responsibility of treai- 
ing with us, and leaving us no alterna- 
tive but to march lo ihe capital, subdue 
and occupy it. 
"It is barely possible, 


when Santa Anna shall be again beaten 
and his troops dispersed, that he may 
be overthrown by a revolution, and thai 
the new party may make pence with us." 
The 
writer, however, thinks it quite 


likely, considering the dogged obstinacy 
of the race, that they will reject the olive 
branch for the present, and compel us 
to prosecute the war with a grcaler and 
a more sweeping vigor.

the scales of victory may seem at limes 
to fluctuate, yet thai ultimate triumph 
will reward the labors expended in this 
cause. 


III. That ihe triumph of lemperance 


can never be either cornplele or perma- 
nent, unless ihe sale of intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage is prohibited by 
law, .since experience has amply estab- 
lished the fact that wherever the lempta- 
lion lo drinking is held oul either in ihe 
siores, the grog-shops, the taverns, or in 
the social circle, there will always be 
found some too weak to resist, 
from 


whose midsl ihe rank of drunkards will 
be filled. 


IV. We hold il to be ihe indisputable
